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Fiscal cliff talks 
will most likely 
go down to wire

WASHINGTON- One month 
before the deadline, nego¬ 
tiations between President 
Barack Obama and Repub¬ 
licans to save the economy 
from a plunge over the 
fiscal cliff are still in the 
throat-clearing stage. Se¬ 
rious bargaining is on hold 
while the two sides vie for 
political leverage. 

Deal or no deal, nothing 
is likely to become clear 
until far closer to the year- 
end deadline, when the 
lure of getting away for the 
holidays will sharpen the 
focus of negotiators. 

“There’s a stalemate. 
Let’s not kid ourselves,” 
House Speaker John Boeh- 
ner, R-Ohio, said Friday, 
punctuating the end of a 
week of political theater 
by divided government. 
“Right now we’re almost 
nowhere.” 

He spoke as Obama all 
but called Republicans 
heartless louts from a 
Charles Dickens story. 
Their failure to pass an 
extension of middle class 
tax cuts would amount to 
a Christmas “lump of coal” 
for millions, Obama said 
in Hatfield, Pa. “That’s a 
Scrooge Christmas,” add¬ 
ed the recently-re-elected 
president, who claims a 
voters’ mandate to extend 
existing tax cuts for all but 
upper incomes. 

Boehner, too, claimed 
a mandate after voters

renewed the House Re¬ 
publican majority on Nov. 
6. But the speaker’s politi¬ 
cal hand was weakened 
— witness his postelec¬ 
tion announcement that 
the GOP would put rev¬ 
enues on the bargaining 
table. His control seems 
to have eroded further in 
the weeks since, as a smat¬ 
tering of the GOP rank and 
file let it be known they 
could support the presi¬ 
dent’s tax plan under the 
right circumstances. 

“Rate increase, if the 
package includes signifi¬ 
cant entitlement reform 
that gets you to $4 to $6 
trillion (in deficit savings) 
over 10 years, I would vote 
for that,” a retiring Rep. 
Steve LaTourette, R-Ohio, 
told reporters on Friday. 

Rep. Charles Bass made 
similar comments. “If it 
gets us past the fiscal cliff 
and the president is will¬ 
ing to consider meaningful 
savings in entitlements, it’s 
a legitimate solution,” said 
the New Hampshire law¬ 
maker, who was defeated 
for re-election this fall. 

Yet the speaker also 
made a little-noticed move 
this week to shore up his 
bargaining position. 

He issued a statement 
noting that Senate Demo¬ 
crats are threatening to 
weaken the Republicans’

busy throughout school year

In addition to a day of 
education, there are cer¬ 
tain things parents expect 
when dropping their chil¬ 
dren off at school. Among 
them: Lights, flushing toi¬ 
lets, and depending on the 
season, heat or air condi¬ 
tioning. 

The Henderson County 
school system’s mainte¬ 
nance department takes 
care of those things and 
much, much more. 

This week was National 
Maintenance Appreciation 
Week where maintenance 


crews across the country 
are honored. And for good 
reason. 

For instance, did you 
know that the Henderson 
County Schools mainte¬ 
nance staff of 15 is respon¬ 
sible for the upkeep of 
roughly 1.25 million square 
feet of buildings and an es¬ 
timated 270 acres? 

“A lot of people don’t re¬ 
alize what the department 
does,” said James Taylor, 
director of maintenance. 

“We take care of heating 


and air issues, plumbing, 
electrical, carpentry, floor¬ 
covering ... any area you 
can think of to maintain a 
building.” 

For the school grounds, 
there’s mowing and weed¬ 
ing, as well as keeping 
the various sport fields in 
good condition, he said. 
During the winter, the 
maintenance crew is also 
in charge of “snow re¬ 
moval” from school park¬ 
ing lots. 

“We have a very skilled 


staff ... we use very few 
subcontractors,” Taylor 
said. “We have two mas¬ 
ter electricians, a master 
plumber, two who take 
care of the kitchen equip¬ 
ment, three who take care 
of the waste water treat¬ 
ment facilities — which 
are smaller versions of 
what the city has — at 
Spottsville, Niagara and 
Cairo elementary schools. 
We have two or three guys 
who take care of all the 
carpentry problems...” 

Taylor said the staff also 
“moves furniture” and de¬ 
livers books to the schools

Missouri couple claims 
their half of Powerball 

■ Arizona winner remains unknown

DEARBORN, Mo. - A 52-year-old 
Missouri mechanic and his 
wife claimed their share Fri¬ 
day of the record $588 million 
Powerball jackpot. 

Lottery officials sent a state¬ 
ment Friday announcing that 
Mark and Cindy Hill, of Dear¬ 
born, held one of two winning 
tickets for the nation’s biggest 
Powerball jackpot. 

The Hills will split the $588 
million prize with whoever 
holds a winning ticket sold at 
a convenience store in subur¬ 
ban Phoenix. No one has come 
forward yet with the Arizona 
ticket, lottery officials said. 


The $587.5 million payout, 
which represents the second- 
largest jackpot in U.S. history, 
set off a nationwide buying 
frenzy, with tickets at one 
point selling at nearly 130,000 
per minute. Before Wednes¬ 
day’s winners, the jackpot 
had rolled over 16 consecutive 
times without someone hitting 
the jackpot. 

Lottery officials’ announce¬ 
ment that the Hills had won 
only confirmed what many 
residents in Dearborn, a town 
of about 500 about 40 miles 
north of Kansas City, already 
knew. Lottery officials said 
Thursday that one winning

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Deadly, destructive ’12 
hurricane season ends

MIAMI - The 2012 Atlan¬ 
tic hurricane season that 
spawned the destruction of 
Sandy and Isaac has come 
to an end as one for the re¬ 
cord books. 

There were 19 named 
storms in what meteorolo¬ 
gists consider an above- 
average year that tied as 
being the third most-active 
season since 1851. The sea¬ 
son runs from June 1st to 
November 30th, although 
tropical storms can and do 
sometimes develop outside 
those dates. 

Even without a so-called 
major storm reaching the 
U.S., there was plenty of 
damage. A storm is classed 
as major once it becomes a 
Category 3 hurricane, with 
top sustained winds of 111 
miles per hour (178 kph) 
and more. 

Seven years have now 
gone by without a major 
hurricane making U.S. 
landfall, the longest stretch 
on record. 

Dennis Feltgen, a spokes¬ 
man for the National Hur¬ 
ricane Center, said a persis¬ 
tent jet stream pattern has 
steered storms away from 
the U.S. in recent years. 

It wasn’t enough to 
keep away Sandy, which 
morphed from hurricane to 
superstorm as it slammed 
into the New Jersey coast 
in October and wreaked 
havoc across the North¬ 
east. It left millions without 


power and killed at least 125 
people in the U.S. and 71 in 
the Caribbean. 

The storm is estimated to 
have caused about $62 bil¬ 
lion in damage and other 
losses in the U.S., most of 
it in New York and New 
Jersey. It is the second- 
costliest storm in U.S. his¬ 
tory after 2005’s Hurricane 
Katrina. 

Hurricane Isaac struck 
southern Louisiana in Au¬ 
gust on the eve of Hurri¬ 
cane Katrina’s seventh an¬ 
niversary, swamping the 
Gulf Coast after trudging 
through the Gulf of Mexico 
and delaying the Republi¬ 
can National Convention in 
Tampa, Fla. 

Sandy combined with 
an early winter storm and 
blast of arctic air from the 
north to create a deadly 
brew meteorologists coined 
“Frankenstorm” and struck 
two days before Halloween. 

A somewhat similar phe¬ 
nomenon occurred with the 
so-called Perfect Storm off 
the coast of New England in 
1991, but that storm did not 
strike a major metropolitan 
region like Sandy. 

“This was certainly one 
for the record books,” Felt¬ 
gen said. 

A typical hurricane sea¬ 
son has 12 named storms, 
six of which become hur¬ 
ricanes and three major 
storms. This year 10 storms 
became hurricanes and just 
one a Category 3 or higher, 
though it remained in the 
Atlantic Ocean.

Gold stolen from Curacao boat 


Spain shipwreck treasure 
shown for the first time

MADRID- Spanish cultur¬ 
al officials allowed a first 
peek Friday at some of the 
16 tons (14.5 metric tons) of 
shipwreck treasure worth 
an estimated $500 million 
that a U.S. salvage company 
gave up this year after a five- 
year ownership dispute. 

Only a tiny portion of 
the haul from the Nuestra 
Senora de las Mercedes, a 
galleon that sank off Portu¬ 
gal’s Atlantic coast near the 
straits of Gibraltar in 1804, 
was shown to the media: 
12 individual silver coins, 
a block of encrusted silver 
coins stuck together after 
centuries underwater, two 
gold tobacco boxes and a 
bronze pulley. 

Authorities who have 
been inventorying the trea¬ 
sure since it was flown from 
Florida to Spain in February 
said it will be transferred 
later this year from Madrid 
to the National Museum of 
Underwater Archaeology 
in the Mediterranean city 
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A silver coin from the ship¬ 
wreck of a 1804 galleon, on 
its first display to the media 
at a ministry building, is 
shown in Madrid on Friday. 

of Cartagena. Displays are 
expected to start next year, 
with some items put on ro¬ 
tating temporary displays 
at museums across the 
country. 

Though previous esti¬ 
mates have put the value 
of the treasure at $500 
million, Spanish officials 
said they weren’t trying 
to determine an amount 
because the haul is part of 
the nation’s cultural heri¬ 
tage and can never be sold 
under Spanish law.

Pain clinic owner 
pleads guilty 

COVINGTON, Ky. - A man 
who owned pain clinics 
in Florida and Ohio has 
pleaded guilty in Kentucky 
to a federal charge of con¬ 
spiracy to launder money. 

The U.S. attorney’s of¬ 
fice said in a statement 
that 38-year-old Jody L. 
Robinson of Portsmouth, 
Ohio, entered the plea on 
Thursday in federal court 
in Covington. The state¬ 
ment said a co-defendant, 
34-year-old William Mul- 
doon of Margate, Fla., also 
pleaded guilty to the same 
charge. 

Federal prosecutors 
said Robinson acknowl¬ 
edged making more than 
$400,000 by using a doc¬ 
tor to unlawfully write 
prescriptions to patients 
from Lawrence, Boyd and 
Greenup counties in east¬ 
ern Kentucky. The state¬ 
ment says patients at the 
clinics paid about $150 in 
cash for prescriptions that 
were usually filled for $300 
at an in-house pharmacy. 

According to prosecu¬ 
tors, Muldoon advertised 
the clinics for Robinson. 

E.Ky. mayor charged 
with trafficking 

OLIVE HILL, Ky. - The 

mayor of a small eastern 
Kentucky city has been 
charged with trafficking 
in marijuana. 

The Independent re¬ 
ports Olive Hill Mayor 
Danny Sparks was ar¬ 
rested Wednesday and 
charged with traffick¬ 
ing within 1,000 feet of 
a school after officers 
detained him near Olive 
Hill Elementary. Police 
say the arrest came as the 
result of an investigation 


that lasted for weeks. 

The newspaper reports 
a call to Sparks’ phone 
seeking comment went 
directly to voice mail. 

Police told WKYT-TV 
that the charges are an em¬ 
barrassment to the town, 
but officers have to pursue 
justice no matter where 
the allegations lead. The 
station said Sparks didn’t 
answer the door of his of¬ 
fice on Thursday when it 
attempted to get comment 
from him. 

Hundreds miss 
school after 
perceived threat 

BOWLING GREEN - More 
than half of the students at 
Warren East High School 
have missed a day of class¬ 
es after a message left on 
a bathroom wall morphed 
into a perceived threat on 
social media. 

Principal Damon Tabor 
told the Daily News that 
about 500 students out of 
a total of900 were missing 
on Wednesday. He used 
the schools public address 
system to reassure the 400 
who came to school that he 
would protect them. 

“I wasn’t concerned 
about numbers,” Tabor 
said. “I was concerned 
about safety.” 

Tabor said the issue 
began Tuesday evening 
when graffiti was found 
in a student bathroom. 
He said it did not contain 
any specific threat, but 
as word spread through 
social media it morphed 
into something bigger and 
worse. 

Tabor said he is offering 
a reward for information 
on the student who wrote 
the original message on 
the bathroom wall. 

Hannah Conner, a se¬ 
nior at the school who was 
one of only three people in 
her sixth-period class, said 
the episode has taught her 
a valuable lesson. 

“I learned to definitely 
listen to and trust my prin¬ 
cipal and teachers — you 
can’t always trust social 
media,” Conner said.

FRANKFORT - Thousands 
of delinquent taxpayers 
rushed Friday to accept an 
amnesty offer that allows 
them to avoid prosecution 
by willingly catching up 
on back taxes. 

“Definitely, it’s the last- 
minute push,” said Pamela 
Trautner, a spokeswoman 
for the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Revenue. 

The amnesty offer ex¬ 
pires at 9 p.m. local time 
on Friday. More than 4,200 
people applied in the final 
24 hours. 


Gov. Steve Beshear 
hopes to generate some 
$55 million for the state 
through the amnesty of¬ 
fer, which is intended to 
help balance a two-year, 
$19 billion budget. 

“I think there’s every 
expectation that we’ll be 
meeting the goals that 
were set,” Beshear told re¬ 
porters at a Capitol news 
conference on Friday. 

Lawmakers authorized 
the amnesty offer earlier 
this year for the nearly 
170,000 people and busi¬ 
nesses behind on their tax 
payments.

This amazing progressive leg¬ 
islation provides incentives for 
people of wealth to contribute 
to endowed funds in community 
foundations. These two things 
— and a “Give-back Kentucky” 
campaign — have encouraged 
many new funds around the 
state. 

Community foundations are 
just that. They are designed to 
provide communities with the 
mechanism for building resourc¬ 
es — in perpetuity — so that the 
funds generated provide a solid 
financial foundation to support 
quality of life in the community. 

The beauty of this approach 
is that it allows everyone to par¬ 
ticipate.

Settlement 
not decided 
in ex-IMF 
chiefs case

NEW YORK - Attorneys 
for Dominique Strauss- 
Kahn on Friday denied that 
the former International 
Monetary Fund chief has 
reached a settlement with a 
New York City hotel maid 
who accused him of trying 
to rape her. 

William Taylor III and 
Amit Mehta said in a state¬ 
ment issued Friday that the 
parties have merely “dis¬ 
cussed a resolution.” 

A person familiar with 
the case said Thursday 
that a settlement had been 
reached. 

“Media reports that 
Dominique Strauss-Kahn 
has agreed to pay $6 million 
to settle the civil case are 
flatly false,” the attorneys 
said. “The parties have dis¬ 
cussed a resolution but there 
has been no settlement. Mr. 
Strauss-Kahn will continue 
to defend the charges if no 
resolution can be reached.” 

French newspaper Le 
Monde, citing people close 
to Strauss-Kahn, reported 
the $6 million figure. 

Strauss-Kahn’s Paris law¬ 
yers, Frederique Baulieu, 
Richard Malka and Henri 
Leclerc, said they “vigor¬ 
ously deny the fantasist 
and erroneous information” 
published by Le Monde. 

Lawyers for the maid 
didn’t return a message 
Thursday. 

The New York Times 
first reported the agreement 
had been reached. 

A settlement would bring 
an end to a saga that has tar¬ 
nished Strauss-Kahn’s repu¬ 
tation, ended his hopes for 
the French presidency and 
renewed a debate about the 
credibility of sexual assault 
accusers. 


■ Professor 
killed in front 
of students

CASPER, Wyo. - A man 
wielding a sharp-edged 
weapon killed one person 
in a Casper neighborhood 
Friday before killing a male 
teacher and himself in front 
of students in a community 
college classroom, causing 
a campuswide lockdown as 
authorities tried to piece to¬ 
gether what happened. 

Police found the suspect 
and teacher dead at a sci¬ 
ence building on the Casper 
College campus, which was 
locked down for about two 
hours, school and police offi¬ 
cials said. The other victim, 
a woman, was found in a 
street about two miles away. 

Casper Police Chief 


Chris Walsh said the mur¬ 
der-suicide took place in a 
classroom with students 
present, but he didn’t know 
how many students or what 
the class topic was. 

He said investigators 
were still trying to deter¬ 
mine a motive. 

Walsh said an “edged 
weapon” was used in at 
least one of the killings, but 
he didn’t offer specifics and 
it was unclear if the same or 
a similar weapon was used 
in all of the deaths. 

The attacker wasn’t 
believed to be a Casper 
College student and it ap¬ 
peared he knew the vic¬ 
tims, Walsh said. No names 
were released. 

“We’re locating next of 
kin and working on notifi¬ 
cation absolutely as fast as 
we can,” Walsh said. 

He added authorities 
didn’t believe there was 
any further threat to the 
community. 


The attack at the two- 
year community college 
in Casper, about 250 miles 
northwest of Denver, oc¬ 
curred just before 9 a.m. 
in a classroom on the sci¬ 
ence building’s third floor. 
All students and staff were 
evacuated from the build¬ 
ing. 

The college sent out a 
campuswide alert via text 
message and email within 
two minutes of receiving 
word of the attack at 9:06 
a.m., school spokesman 
Rich Fujita said. 

The lockdown ended at 
about 11 a.m. after school 
officials received word 
that police were no longer 
searching for a suspect, 
Fujita said. 

There are fewer classes 
on Fridays than any other 
day of the week at Casper 
College, so only between 
1,500 and 2,000 of the col¬ 
lege’s 5,000 students were 
there, he added. 


MARYLAND_ 

Manning admits he 
considered suicide 

FORT MEADE - As a military 
prosecutor held up a knotted 
bedsheet in court, Pfc. Brad¬ 
ley Manning acknowledged 
Friday that he fashioned a 
noose and contemplated 
suicide after his arrest on 
charges of engineering the 
biggest leak of classified ma¬ 
terial in U.S. history. 

The pretrial testimony 
appeared to support the mil¬ 
itary’s argument that it was 
trying to protect the former 
Army intelligence analyst 
from harming himself. 

Manning’s lawyers argue 
that the conditions he expe¬ 
rienced at the Marine brig 
in Quantico, Va., amounted 
to illegal punishment. 

Manning, 24, said he fash¬ 
ioned the noose while being 
held in Kuwait soon after he 
was accused in May 2010 of 
leaking reams of military 
and diplomatic documents 
to the website WikiLeaks. 

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA 

High court to rule on 
human gene patent 

WASHINGTON - The Su- 
preme Court announced 
Friday it will decide 
whether companies can 
patent human genes, a de¬ 
cision that could reshape 
medical research in the 
United States and the fight 
against diseases like breast 
and ovarian cancer. 

The current case in¬ 
volves Myriad Genetics Inc. 
of Salt Lake City, which has 
patents on two genes linked 
to increased risk of breast 
and ovarian cancer. Myr¬ 
iad’s BRACAnalysis test 
looks for mutations on the 
breast cancer predisposi¬ 
tion gene, or BRC A. 

But the American Civil 
Liberties Union challenged 
those patents, arguing that 
genes couldn’t be patented, 
and in March 2010, a New 
York district court agreed. 


But the U.S. Court of Ap¬ 
peals for the Federal Cir¬ 
cuit has now twice ruled 
that genes can be patented, 
in Myriad’s case because 
the isolated DNA has a 
“markedly different chemi¬ 
cal structure” from DNA 
within the body. 

NEW JERSEY 

Train derails on 
problematic bridge 

PAULSBORO-Afreighttrain 
derailed Friday on a railroad 
bridge that has had problems 
before, toppling tanker cars 
partially into a creek and 
causing a leak of hazard¬ 
ous gas that was blamed for 
sickening dozens of people, 
authorities said. 

Members of the National 
Transportation Safety Board 
arrived in New Jersey on Fri¬ 
day afternoon to investigate. 
They will try to determine 
whether the derailment was 
caused by a problem with 
the bridge or if the derail¬ 
ment was to blame for the 
bridge’s partial collapse. 

The accident happened 
just after 7 a.m. when a 
train with two locomo¬ 
tives, 83 freight cars and a 
caboose went from Camden 
to Paulsboro. 

MINNESOTA 

Coach is cleared in 
pornograhycase 

MINNEAPOLIS - A Minneso¬ 
ta football coach sidelined 
by accusations of child 
pornography involving his 
own children reacted with 
relief Friday after a judge 
dismissed the case. 

Todd Hoffner, the head 
coach at Minnesota State- 
Mankato, was cleared when 
a district judge agreed that 
family videos had been mis¬ 
interpreted. He was arrested 
in August after a university 
employee came across cell¬ 
phone videos of his children 
dancing and playing naked.

Rebels stand pat 
once again in city 

GOMA - Rebels who are 
believed to be backed by 
Rwanda once again post¬ 
poned their departure 
from Congo’s key eastern 
city of Goma on Friday, 
defying an international 
ultimatum for the second 
time. 

The delay raises the 
possibility that the M23 
rebels don’t intend to leave 
the city they seized last 
week, giving credence to 
a U.N. expert report that 
says neighboring Rwanda 
is using the rebels as a 
proxy to annex territory 
in mineral-rich eastern 
Congo. 

An M23 spokesman 
said Friday morning that 
for “logistical reasons” 
the rebels needed 48 
more hours to complete 
their withdrawal, promis¬ 
ing that the fighters would 
leave Goma by Sunday. 

MYANMAR 

Volatile citizenship 
operation begins 

SIN THET MAW - Guarded 
by rifle-toting police, im¬ 
migration authorities in 
western Myanmar have 
launched a major opera¬ 
tion aimed at settling an 
explosive question at the 
heart of the biggest cri¬ 
sis the government has 
faced since beginning 
its nascent transition to 
democracy last year. 

It’s a question that has 
helped fuel two bloody 
spasms of sectarian unrest 
between ethnic Rakhine 
Buddhists and Rohingya 
Muslims since June, and it 
comes down to one simple 
thing: Who has the right to 
be a citizen of Myanmar, 
and who does not? 

A team of Associated 
Press journalists that trav¬ 
eled recently to the remote 
island village of Sin Thet 
Maw, a maze of bamboo 


huts without electric¬ 
ity in Myanmar’s volatile 
west, found government 
immigration officials in 
the midst of a painstak¬ 
ing, censuslike operation 
aimed at verifying the citi¬ 
zenship of Muslims living 
there, one family at a time. 

PUERTO RICO 

Search continues 
for man in Caribbean 

SAN JUAN - U.S. Coast 
Guard crews searched Fri¬ 
day for a Washington state 
man who was reported 
missing from a Caribbean 
cruise. 

Two ships and a plane 
took part in the second day 
of the search, which was 
centered about 85 miles 
northwest of Puerto Rico, 
Coast Guard spokesman 
Ricardo Castrodad said. 

The man, identified as 
42-year-old Jason Greg¬ 
ory Rappe of Olympia, 
Wash., was reported miss¬ 
ing Thursday by his wife 
from the Holland America 
cruise ship Eurodam. 

A baseball cap belong¬ 
ing to the passenger was 
found on one of the decks 
and he is believed to have 
gone overboard. 

“At this point, we are ac¬ 
tively searching,” Castro¬ 
dad told The Associated 
Press. “We are hoping to 
find a survivor.” 

He said the Coast Guard 
had not decided how long 
it would search. 

He said such decisions 
are made on a case-by-case 
basis. 

The Eurodam was trav¬ 
eling from St. Thomas in 
the U.S. Virgin Islands to 
the Bahamas when Rappe 
was reported missing. 

The ship turned around 
to join the search, but Hol¬ 
land America spokeswom¬ 
an Sally Andrews said the 
ship had since resumed its 
voyage. It was scheduled 
to return to Fort Lauder¬ 
dale, Fla., today.

Egypt’s draft constitution 
spurs confrontation threat

CAIRO - Protesters flooded 
Cairo’s Tahrir Square on 
Friday in the second giant 
rally this week, angrily vow¬ 
ing to bring down a draft 
constitution approved by 
allies of President Mo¬ 
hammed Morsi, as Egypt 
appeared headed toward 
a volatile confrontation be¬ 
tween the opposition and 
ruling Islamists. 

The protests have high¬ 
lighted an increasingly 
cohesive opposition lead¬ 
ership of prominent lib¬ 
eral and secular politicians 
trying to direct public an¬ 
ger against Morsi and the 
Islamists, a contrast to the 
leaderless youth uprising 
last year which toppled au¬ 
tocrat Hosni Mubarak. 

The opposition an¬ 
nounced plans for an inten¬ 
sified street campaign of 


protests and civil disobe¬ 
dience and even a possible 
march on Morsi’s presiden¬ 
tial palace to prevent him 
from calling a nationwide 
referendum on the draft, 
which it must pass to come 
into effect. Top judges an¬ 
nounced Friday they may 
refuse to monitor any refer¬ 
endum, rendering it invalid. 

If a referendum is called, 
“we will go to him at the 
palace and topple him,” in¬ 
sisted one protester, Yasser 
Said, a businessman who 
said he voted for Morsi in 
last summer’s presidential 
election. 

Islamists, however, are 
gearing up as well. 

The Muslim Brother¬ 
hood, from which Morsi 
hails, drummed up support¬ 
ers for its own mass rally to¬ 
day. Islamists boasted their 
turnout would show that 
the public supports the push 
by the country’s first freely 
elected president to quick¬ 


ly bring a constitution and 
provide stability after nearly 
two years of turmoil. 

The week-old crisis al¬ 
ready has had clashes be¬ 
tween the two camps that 
left two dead and hundreds 
injured. On Friday, Morsi 
opponents and supporters 
rained stones and firebombs 
on each other in the Medi¬ 
terranean city of Alexan¬ 
dria and the southern city 
of Luxor. 

The Islamist-led assem¬ 
bly that worked on the draft 
for months passed it in a 
rushed, 16-hour session that 
lasted until sunrise Friday. 

The vote was abruptly 
moved up to pass the draft 
before Egypt’s Constitu¬ 
tional Court rules Sunday 
whether to dissolve the as¬ 
sembly. Liberal, secular and 
Christian members and sec¬ 
ular members had already 
quit the council to protest 
what they call Islamists’ hi¬ 
jacking of the process. 


Lebanese 
fighters 
killed 
in Syria

MASNAA, Lebanon - Syrian 
security forces killed as 
many as 20 Lebanese gun¬ 
men who were fighting 
alongside rebels in Syria 
on Friday, raising tensions 
amid mounting fears that 
the Syrian civil war is in¬ 
flaming the region. 

The Lebanese security 
officials said the gunmen 
were killed as they tried 
to enter the Syrian town of 
Tal Kalakh, near the Leba¬ 
nese border. The officials 
asked that their names not 
be used because they were 
not authorized to speak 
publicly. 

Syrian state-run media 
also reported that Leba¬ 
nese gunmen were killed. 
But the SANA report said 
there were 17 — not 20 — 
fighters. The discrepancy 
could not immediately be 
reconciled. 

The Lebanese gunmen 
were Sunni Muslims, as are 
the vast majority of Syria’s 
rebels. Syrian President 
Bashar Assad — along with 
his most elite troops — be¬ 
long to the Alawite sect, an 
offshoot of Shiite Islam. 

Lebanon is particu¬ 
larly vulnerable to getting 
sucked into the conflict in 
Syria. The countries share 
a complex web of political 
and sectarian ties and rival¬ 
ries that are easily inflamed. 
Lebanon, a country plagued 
by decades of strife, has 
been on edge since the up¬ 
rising in Syria against Assad 
began in March 2011, with 
deadly clashes between 
pro- and anti-Assad Leba¬ 
nese groups erupting on 
several occasions. 

The deaths came as rebels 
have tried to close in on the 
Syrian capital, Damascus, in 
recent days..

■ Cancer center 
says her name 
lacks recognition 
among youth

MIDDLETON, Wis- Remem¬ 
ber Roseanne Roseanna- 
dana? Or Emily Litella? Or 
Baba Wawa? 

Younger generations 
might not recognize the 
characters popularized by 
comedienne Gilda Radner. 
Nor might they remember 
Radner herself, an original 
cast member of Saturday 
Night Live who died 23 
years ago and for whom 
a national cancer support 
group is named. 

That’s troubling to the 
Madison-area chapter 
of Gilda’s Club, which 
planned on Thursday to 
change its name in part 
because of concern that 
many don’t know who 
Radner was. The move 
prompted outrage from 
some Radner fans, who 
see it as a slight to a wom¬ 
an who confronted cancer 
with dignity and humor, 
and led other chapters 
across the nation to hast¬ 
ily reaffirm they have ab¬ 
solutely no intention of 
changing their names. 

Lannia Syren Stenz, 
the Madison-area club’s 
executive director, said 
her organization decid¬ 
ed to change its name to 
Cancer Support Commu¬ 
nity Southwest Wisconsin 
after it realized that most 
college students were 
born after Radner died in 
1989. 

“We are seeing younger 
and younger adults who 
are dealing with a cancer 
diagnosis,” Stenz told the 
Wisconsin State Journal. 
“We want to make sure 
that what we are is clear 


to them and that there’s 
not a lot of confusion that 
would cause people not to 
come in our doors.” 

Her comments angered 
some Radner fans, who 
let loose a storm of criti¬ 
cism on the organization’s 
Facebook page. 

“The only educating 
you’re doing is teaching 
kids that when they die 
from cancer, their name 
will be erased from histo¬ 
ry in 20 years because the 
next generation doesn’t 
know who they are. Way 
to give them hope!” wrote 
Mark Warneke, 44, a full¬ 
time college student in 
Arlington, Texas. He told 
the AP that taking Rad- 
ner’s name off the founda¬ 
tion was an insult to her 
memory. 

Stenz referred ques¬ 
tions from The Associated 
Press to Linda House, ex¬ 
ecutive vice president of 
the national group. House 
said there was no evi¬ 
dence that young people 
are unfamiliar with Rad¬ 
ner and the name change 
was motivated by the de¬ 
sire to make the organiza¬ 
tion’s mission clear. She 
called Stenz’s comments 
“not accurate, period.” 


“Gilda Radner is very 
much a part of the fiber of 
this organization,” House 
said. “There has never 
been an intent and there 
is no intent to lose Gilda as 
part of the organization.” 

Radner, who was diag¬ 
nosed with ovarian can¬ 
cer in 1986, sought sup¬ 
port from The Wellness 
Community in Califor¬ 
nia and wrote about her 
experience in her book 
“It’s Always Something,” 
a reference to one of her 
characters’ catch-phrases. 

Her friends and fam¬ 
ily started Gilda’s Club 
in 1991 on the East Coast 
to honor her legacy. The 
name was inspired by 
something Radner said 
after her diagnosis: “Hav¬ 
ing cancer gave me mem¬ 
bership in an elite club I’d 
rather not belong to.” 

Gilda’s Club Worldwide 
merged with The Well¬ 
ness Community in 2009, 
and the joint headquarters 
in Washington changed 
its name to the Cancer 
Support Community. Lo¬ 
cal chapters were given 
the choice of keeping 
their names or switching 
to Cancer Support Com¬ 
munity, House said. 


The 56 chapters around 
the world deliver $40 mil¬ 
lion a year in free care to 
about 1 million cancer pa¬ 
tients and their families, 
she said. Of those chapters, 
20 are known as Gilda’s 
Club, three are Wellness 
Community and 23 are 
Cancer Support Commu¬ 
nity. 

Changing the chapters’ 
names made sense to Ron 
Nief, a professor at Beloit 
College in southern Wis¬ 
consin who has made a 
career out of studying 
how different generations 
view the world differently. 
He said it could become 
harder for Gilda’s Club to 
attract donations as fewer 
people remember seeing 
Radner on TV. 

“I think we all want to 
keep our traditions alive,” 
he said, “but there comes a 
reality in this case of what 
does this group represent 
and how do we raise mon¬ 
ey for it.” 

Radner’s husband, actor 
Gene Wilder, said he didn’t 
like the name change but 
he understood it. 


He said if he had to 
break the news to his late 
wife she might ask, “Do 
they have to throw me 
out?” 

“I’d say, ‘It’s not throw¬ 
ing you out, honey, it’s 
getting more money.’ And 
she’d say, ‘OK, I guess if 
they have to, they have to,’ 
” he said. “It’s too bad. I 
wish it weren’t so. But I 
understand.” 

The Wellness Cen¬ 
ter where Radner once 
sought support in Los 
Angeles was one of the 
groups that updated its 
name. Julia Forth, the 
marketing director of 
what’s now called the 
Cancer Support Com¬ 
munity Benjamin Center, 
said people who get sick 
Google the word cancer, 
so it helps to have that 
word in the name. 

Other organizations 
were adamant about keep¬ 
ing the Gilda’s Club name. 
Laurajane Hyde, who 
runs the Chicago chapter, 
said her group has spent 
15 years teaching people 
that Radner’s name was 


synonymous with cancer 
support, in the same way 
people know what Star- 
bucks sells even though 
“coffee” isn’t in its name. 

“A lot of people feel 
very passionately about 
the name,” she said. “We 
will lose donations if we 
change it.” 

Radner remains a 
strong presence at the 
Madison-area club even 
without her name on the 
building in the suburb of 
Middleton. Paintings and 
drawings of Radner line 
the walls. One depicts her 
on top of Madison’s state 
Capitol. Another imag¬ 
ines her sitting along the 
shores of Lake Mendota 
on the University of Wis- 
consin-Madison campus. 

The meeting rooms are 
named after her Saturday 
Night Live characters, in¬ 
cluding New York-street 
smart reporter Roseanne 
Roseannadana, out-of- 
sync editorialist Em¬ 
ily Litella and speech- 
impeded talk show host 
Baba Wawa, a parody of 
Barbara Walters. 


Bangladesh fire echoes N.Y. tragedy

NEW YORK - Terrified 
women leaping to their 
deaths. Locked exits trap¬ 
ping workers. Piles of 
clothing blocking stair¬ 
wells to safety. 

The fire that raced 
through a garment fac¬ 
tory in Bangladesh last 
week and killed 112 work¬ 
ers bore eerie echoes of 
another blaze more than 
a century ago: the Trian¬ 
gle Shirtwaist factory fire 
in New York City. 

While the March 
25, 1911, Triangle fire 
that killed 146 workers 
spurred the organized 
labor movement and 
led to workplace safety 
improvements, experts 
question whether the 
same will happen in Ban¬ 
gladesh. 

“Profit and efficiency 
and competition always 
trump safety and health,” 
said James Gross, a la¬ 
bor relations professor 
at Cornell University. 
“There’s all this hoopla, 
and then not a lot hap¬ 
pens after.” 

In Bangladesh, officials 
blamed the high death 
toll in part on the lack of 
an emergency exit in the 
eight-story building that 
housed Tazreen Fashions 
Ltd., a factory that made 
clothing for such U.S. 
retailers as Wal-Mart, 
Sears and Disney. 

Likewise, Triangle sur¬ 
vivors testified that as the 
fire raced through the top 
three floors of a 10-story 
building, a crucial door 
that would have helped 
many escape was locked. 

Most of the workers at 
the Tazreen factory were 


women from the poor¬ 
est region of the South 
Asian country. Young, 
poor immigrant women 
— mainly Jews and Ital¬ 
ians — dominated the 
workforce at Triangle. 

Stacks of yarn and 
clothes blocked part of 
the stairway in Bangla¬ 
desh, and dozens of fire 
extinguishers in the 
building appeared un¬ 
used. 

At Triangle, the stair¬ 
way was blocked by 
crates of blouses and oth¬ 
er goods, and water buck¬ 
ets were not adequate to 
cope with the fire. 

“All around me the 
others were screaming 
and hollering,” Triangle 
worker Celia Saltz Pol¬ 
lack recalled later as part 
of a project to interview 
survivors. 

“The door was locked 
and I pushed over to 
the door of the eleva¬ 
tor. When the elevator 
stopped on our floor, I 
was swept into it by the 
pushing crowd.” 

A state commission 
convened in response to 
the Triangle fire drafted 
20 laws aimed at improv¬ 
ing workplace safety, 
including requirements 
for fire drills, occupancy 
limits in buildings and 
clearly posted exit signs. 

“I’m heartsick. It’s 
tragic,” said Suzanne 
Pred Bass, the great- 
niece of Katie Weiner, 
who survived the Tri¬ 
angle fire, and of Rose 
Weiner, who did not. “It’s 
not just reminiscent; it is 
the same event replayed 
again.” 

Bass said what breaks 
her heart is the fact that 
she hasn’t seen the same 


degree of public outrage 
that followed the Trian¬ 
gle fire. 

“I think we need, in 
this country, to have a 
boycott of Bangladesh 
clothing until their fac¬ 
tories are safe,” she said. 
“Until their unions are 
protected.” 

But unions are scarce 
in third-world countries 
like Bangladesh, where 
workers have few protec¬ 
tions, said Ethan Snow, 
a spokesman for Unite 
Here, a union that repre¬ 
sents garment and textile 
workers in the U.S. 

“The reason why these 
major companies have 
moved to these coun¬ 
tries is because there are 
no unions,” Snow said. 
“And because there is no 
democratic process on 
the shop floor for work¬ 
ers.” 


The fire has drawn at¬ 
tention to a problem that 
labor groups, retailers 
and governments have 
known for years: Bangla¬ 
desh’s fast-growing gar¬ 
ment industry — second 
only to China’s in exports 

— is rife with dangerous 
workplaces. More than 
300 workers there have 
died in fires since 2006. 

The country annually 
earns about $20 billion 
from exports of garment 
products, mainly to the 
U.S. and Europe. 

Labor Minister Raji- 
uddin Ahmed Raju said 
Thursday that factories 
without emergency exits 

— or with only one such 
exit — will be forced to 
close until they upgrade 
their safety infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

The factory’s owner, 
Delwar Hossain, said he 


was never informed the 
facility was required to 
have an emergency exit. 

“It was my fault. But 
nobody told me that there 
was no emergency exit, 
which could be made ac¬ 
cessible from outside,” 
Delwar Hossain was 
quoted Thursday as tell¬ 
ing The Daily Star news¬ 
paper. 

“Nobody even advised 
me to install one like 
that, apart from the ex¬ 
isting ones.” 

Nazma Akhter, presi¬ 
dent of the Bangladesh 
Combined Garment 
Workers Federation trade 
union, called for the ar¬ 
rest of the factory’s own¬ 
ers and management to 
send a message to the 
industry as a whole. 

Companies that do 


business with local fac¬ 
tories need to feel some 
pressure, according to 
the Center for Safety and 
Health Sustainability and 
the American Society of 
Safety Engineers, two 
groups that are doing re¬ 
search on worker safety. 

“It’s not enough to con¬ 
demn local factory own¬ 
ers for these conditions 
and to expect long term 
change,” said Thomas 
Cecich, a vice presi¬ 
dent of the sustainabil¬ 
ity group, in a statement 
Thursday. 

“The corporations 
that source supply chain 
products, as well as their 
stakeholders, have tre¬ 
mendous power to influ¬ 
ence the conditions in 
which supply chain work¬ 
ers operate.”

Congress again looks at doing away with $1 bill

WASHINGTON - American consum¬ 
ers have shown about as much ap¬ 
petite for the $1 coin as kids do their 
spinach. They may not know what’s 
best for them either. Congressional 
auditors say doing away with dollar 
bills entirely and replacing them 
with dollar coins could save taxpay¬ 
ers some $4.4 billion over the next 
30 years. 

Vending machine operators have 
long championed the use of $1 coins 
because they don’t jam the machines, 
cutting down on repair costs and lost 
sales. But most people don’t seem to 
like carrying them. In the past five 
years, the U.S. Mint has produced 2.4 
billion presidential $1 coins. Most are 
stored by the Federal Reserve, and 
production was suspended about a 
year ago. 


The latest projection from the 
Government Accountability Of¬ 
fice on the potential savings from 
switching to dollar coins entirely 
comes as lawmakers begin explor¬ 
ing new ways for the government to 
save money by changing the money 
itself. 

The Mint is preparing a report 
for Congress showing how changes 
in the metal content of coins could 
save money. 

The last time the government 
made major metallurgical changes 
in U.S. coins was nearly 50 years 
ago when Congress directed the 
Mint to remove silver from dimes 
and quarters and to reduce its con¬ 
tent in half dollar coins. Now, Con¬ 
gress is looking at new changes in 
response to rising prices for copper 
and nickel. 

At a House subcommittee hear¬ 
ing Thursday, the focus was on two 


approaches: 

■ Moving to less expensive com¬ 
binations of metals like steel, alumi¬ 
num and zinc. 

■ Gradually taking dollar bills out 
the economy and replacing them 
with coins. 

The GAO’s Lorelei St. James told 
the House Financial Services panel 
it would take several years for the 
benefits of switching from paper bills 
to dollar coins to catch up with the 
cost of making the change. Equip¬ 
ment would have to be bought or 
overhauled and more coins would 
have to be produced upfront to re¬ 
place bills as they are taken out of 
circulation. 

But over the years, the savings 
would begin to accrue, she said, 
largely because a $1 coin could stay 
in circulation for 30 years while pa¬ 
per bills have to be replaced every 
four or five years on average.

Crop development in Brazil has been 
good while Central America’s harvest 
is getting under way, Jack Scoville, vice 
president at Price Futures Group, said in 
an email. 

Meanwhile, political wrangling over 
the “fiscal cliff” pushed prices lower for 
most commodities. Many investors are 
staying out of the market until they have 
a better idea about whether the Obama 
administration and Congress can agree 
on a new budget by the end of the year. 

Automatic government spending cuts 
and steep tax increases will take effect 
Jan. 1 unless an agreement is reached. 
Economists believe that could push the 
U.S. back into a recession, which would 
cut demand for commodities. 

Gold for February delivery fell $16.80 


to finish at $1,712.70 per ounce. March 
silver dropped $1,152, or 3.3 percent, to 
$33,279 per ounce and January platinum 
fell $14.90 to $1,604.60 per ounce. March 
copper rose 4.45 cents to $3.65 per pound 
and March palladium rose 75 cents to 
$688.20 per ounce. 

Benchmark oil rose 84 cents to end at 
$88.91 per barrel, heating oil was essen¬ 
tially flat at $3.0413 per gallon, wholesale 
gasoline fell 2.56 cents to $2.7614 per gal¬ 
lon and natural gas dropped 8.7 cents, or 
2.4 percent, to $3,561 per 1,000 cubic feet. 

In March agricultural crop contracts, 
wheat fell 22 cents, or 2.5 percent, to end 
at $8,635 per bushel and corn dropped 
6 cents to $7.5275 per bushel. January 
soybeans fell 9.25 cents to $14.3875 per 
bushel.

German auto 
supplier opening 
plant in Murray 

FRANKFORT - The Ger- 
man automotive supplier 
iwis (EE’-vis) is planning 
to open a manufacturing 
plant in Murray, creating 
75 jobs in the western Ken¬ 
tucky city. 

Gov. Steve Beshear 
joined company officials to 
make that announcement 
on Friday. It will be the 
firm’s first manufacturing 
plant in the U.S. 

Beshear said the $12.5 
million investment was 
the result of an economic 
mission he made to Ger¬ 
many earlier this year. 

Beshear said in a state¬ 
ment that he’s thrilled iwis 
decided to open a plant in 
Kentucky, which is home 
to Ford, Toyota and Gen¬ 
eral Motors manufactur¬ 
ing plants and hundreds 
of related businesses em¬ 
ploying more than 70,000 
people. 

The Kentucky Econom¬ 
ic Development Finance 
Authority has preliminar¬ 
ily approved a package of 
tax incentives worth $2.5 
million for the company. 

Consumer spending 
down in October 

WASHINGTON -Americans 
cut back on spending last 
month and saw no growth 
in their income, reflect¬ 
ing disruptions from 
Superstorm Sandy that 
could hold back economic 
growth in the final months 
of the year. 

The Commerce Depart¬ 
ment said Friday that con¬ 
sumer spending dropped 
0.2 percent in October. 
That’s down from an in¬ 
crease of 0.8 percent in 
September and the weak¬ 
est showing since May. 

The government said 
work interruptions caused 
by the storm reduced wag¬ 
es and salaries by about 
$18 billion at an annual 
rate. The storm affected 
24 states, with the most se¬ 
vere damage in New York 
and New Jersey. 

Port strike 
in fourth day 

LOS ANGELES - A strike at 
the ports of Los Angeles 


and Long Beach entered 
its fourth day on Friday 
despite efforts to end the 
walkout that has idled 
most of the nation’s busi¬ 
est cargo complex. 

Seven of eight terminals 
in Los Angeles and three 
of six in Long Beach were 
closed to cargo container 
traffic as dockworkers re¬ 
fused to cross picket lines 
set up by union clerical 
workers who claim ship¬ 
pers are outsourcing their 
jobs. 

There were a handful 
of picketers at each termi¬ 
nal on Friday, said Phillip 
Sanfield, Los Angeles port 
spokesman. 

Combined, Los Angeles 
and Long Beach handle 40 
percent of the nation’s im¬ 
port trade 

At least 18 cargo ships 
have been unable to load 
or unload since workers 
began the strike on Tues¬ 
day. 

A handful of vessels 
that were anchored off¬ 
shore apparently left for 
other ports, Sanfield said. 

Indiana financier 
sentenced for fraud 

INDIANAPOLIS - An Indiana 
financier and the onetime 
chief executive of Na¬ 
tional Lampoon has been 
sentenced to 50 years in 
prison for swindling in¬ 
vestors out of about $200 
million. 

U.S. District Judge Jane 
Magnus-Stinson sen¬ 
tenced Timothy Durham 
on Friday following his 
convictions in June on 
charges of securities fraud, 
conspiracy and 10 counts 
of wire fraud. 

Prosecutors sought a 
life sentence for Durham 
after a probation report 
recommended a sentence 
of 225 years. 

Durham’s attorney 
sought a sentence of three 
years in prison and two 
years of home detention. 

The government ac¬ 
cused Durham and two 
co-conspirators of strip¬ 
ping Akron, Ohio-based 
Fair Finance of its assets 
and using the money to 
buy mansions, classic cars 
and other luxury items and 
to keep another Durham 
company afloat.

ability to block legislation in 
their chamber in the new Con¬ 
gress that convenes in January. 

“Any bill that reaches a Re¬ 
publican-led House based on 
Senate Democrats’ heavy-hand¬ 
ed power play would be dead on 
arrival,” he warned. 

In the talks to date, Democrats 
have declined to identify a single 
spending cut they are willing 
to support, while Republicans 
avoid specifics on revenue in¬ 
creases they would swallow. 

Once each side moves beyond 
opening gambits, Republicans 
will have to decide whether 
they are willing to raise income 
tax rates on upper incomes, as 
Obama wants, or hold fast to 
closing loopholes as a means of 
producing increased tax revenue. 


For their part, Democrats will 
decide how much savings to 
pull from benefit programs like 
Medicare, Medicaid and possibly 
Social Security without cutting 
guaranteed benefits, a line they 
vowed not to cross in earlier 
budget negotiations. 

Obama’s opening proposal, 
delivered to Boehner and other 
Republicans by Treasury Secre¬ 
tary Tim Geithner on Thursday, 
calls for $1.6 trillion in higher 
taxes over a decade, hundreds of 
billions of dollars in new spend¬ 
ing, a possible extension of the 
temporary Social Security pay¬ 
roll tax cut and enhancing the 
president’s power to raise the 
national debt limit. 

The new federal revenue 
would include $950 billion gener¬ 
ated by raising taxes on families 
with incomes over $250,000 and 
by closing certain tax loopholes 
by the end of this year, according 


to administration officials who 
described the offer Friday only 
on condition of anonymity. The 
remainder would be achieved 
through an overhaul of the tax 
system next year and would not 
become effective until 2014, said 
the officials, who were not au¬ 
thorized to provide the details 
by name. 

Obama is seeking new spend¬ 
ing to help the unemployed, ho¬ 
meowners whose property’s 
value is less than their mortgage, 
doctors who treat Medicare pa¬ 
tients and wage-earners. 

In exchange, the president 
would back cuts of an unspeci¬ 
fied amount this year, and sav¬ 
ings of as much $400 billion 
from Medicare and other benefit 
programs in 2013. 

The White House plan also 
counts about $1 trillion in spend¬ 
ing cuts agreed to last year, as 
well as about $800 billion that 


the administration claims as sav¬ 
ings because of the drawdown of 
troops from Iraq and Afghani¬ 
stan. 

Republicans said they were 
surprised at the plan, and Demo¬ 
crats wondered aloud why. 

“Each side said they’d submit 
a down payment. We have. Our 
preference is revenue. What is 
theirs?” said Sen. Chuck Schum- 
er, D-N.Y. 

Republicans have an open¬ 
ing offer of their own, in line 
with their conservative anti-tax 
views, much as Obama’s is de¬ 
signed to solidify his own politi¬ 
cal position. While agreeing to 
new revenue, GOP lawmakers 
want to extend expiring income 
tax cuts at all levels, including 
the top brackets. They also want 
to raise the age of eligibility for 
Medicare and curtail future 
cost-of-living adjustments for 
Social Security and other ben¬ 


efit programs. The same adjust¬ 
ment would raise revenue for 
the government by making a 
change in annual adjustments 
of tax brackets. 

“We’re the only ones with 
a balanced plan to protect the 
economy, protect American 
jobs and protect the middle class 
from the fiscal cliff,” Boehner 
said on Friday. 

That was a jab at Obama, who 
campaigned for re-election ad¬ 
vocating a balanced approach 
to avoiding the fiscal cliff that 
combines higher taxes on the 
wealthy with spending cuts. 

Said the president: “In Wash¬ 
ington, nothing’s easy, so there 
is going to be some prolonged 
negotiations.”

Israel says it will build more homes on West Bank

JERUSALEM - Israel responded 
swiftly Friday to U.N. recognition 
of a Palestinian state, revealing it 
will build 3,000 more homes for 
Jews on Israeli-occupied lands that 
the world body overwhelmingly 
said belong to the Palestinians. 

The plans also include future 


construction in a strategic area of 
the West Bank where critics have 
long warned that Jewish settle¬ 
ments would kill hopes for a viable 
Palestinian state. 

Israel’s moves served as a harsh 
reminder to Palestinians — eu¬ 
phoric over the U.N. upgrade — 
that while they now have a state 
on paper, most of it remains very 
much under Israeli control. 

“This is a doomsday scenario,” 


Daniel Seidemann of Ir Amim, a 
group that promotes coexistence 
in Jerusalem, said of the building 
plans. 

Israel’s decision was bound 
to embarrass the United States, 
which was among just nine coun¬ 
tries in the 193-member General 
Assembly to vote against accept¬ 
ing Palestine as a nonmember ob¬ 
server state. 

Accelerated settlement con¬ 


struction could also set a more 
confrontational tone as Palestin¬ 
ian President Mahmoud Abbas 
weighs his next moves. 

In Washington, State Depart¬ 
ment spokeswoman Victoria 
Nuland criticized the Israeli an¬ 
nouncement. “These actions are 
counterproductive and make it 
harder to resume direct negotia¬ 
tions or achieve a two-state solu¬ 
tion,” she said.

when needed. 

So what is the primary mainte¬ 
nance issue for the school system? 

“It’s a toss up between heating 
and air problems and plumbing is¬ 
sues. When you have over 7,000 
students, you’re going to have 
some problems...” Taylor said. 

Here are more fun facts. 

Did you know that the mainte¬ 
nance department is in charge of 
keeping an estimated 1,500 gallons 
of Windex or other glass cleaners 
in stock for use at the school dis¬ 
trict’s buildings? 

What about other essentials? 

Who makes sure there are 
paper towels available in the 
bathrooms? That’s right, the 
maintenance staff. They order ap¬ 
proximately 10,000 rolls of paper 
towels annually. 

In addition, with a student 
population of about 7,000, not to 
mention school district staff, the 
maintenance department ensures 
there is enough toilet paper to go 
around. The definition of enough 
toilet paper for this population is 
somewhere between 8,000 and 
10,000 rolls for the nine months 


that school is in session. 

“I was a building contractor 
before I came here, and I never 
thought I’d ever care how many 
paper towels a person uses or rolls 
of toilet paper, “ he said. 

The maintenance staff works 
through the summer, Taylor said. 

“We use that time to catch up and 
go beyond putting out fires,” he said. 

They are on call 24/7. They have 
to be. Because the maintenance 
crew faces challenges like what hap¬ 
pened the year the sprinkler system 
at Spottsville Elementary School 
broke and flooded the building. 

“We had 2 to 3 inches of wa¬ 
ter throughout the school,” Tay¬ 
lor said. “We were out of school 
anyway because of snow. But the 
students only missed one day of 
school because of the flooding. 
Within a week, we had all the 
flooring replaced.” 

The staff put in “quite a bit” of 
hours to complete the task, in ad¬ 
dition to hiring subcontractors to 
help lay the flooring. “Some were 
grumpy by the end of the week, 
but there was no real complain¬ 
ing,” Taylor said. 

“We played musical furniture that 
week,” he said. “It worked out well. 
Someone was looking out for us...” 

When someone is hired as part of 


the maintenance staff, Taylor said, 
they usually stay until retirement. 

“The average number of years 
among the staff right now is 18,” 
he said. 

“It’s a good place to work. A lot 
of people don’t realize the impact 
of what we do has on our kids. 


If there isn’t heat or air in the 
schools, what are they going to 
do? If there’s no plumbing, what 
are they going to do?” Taylor said. 

“There is no job more impor¬ 
tant than the other. It all has to 
work to keep the (school) system” 
running.

making music. 

As early as 1903 she was 
assisting with local organ 
recitals, and then there 
was the 1924 formation 
of the Henderson Music 
Club, which organized re¬ 
citals, pageants and con¬ 
certs. 

Taylor was the first 
elected president of the 
club that eventually cre¬ 
ated an annual Christmas 
Candlelight Service. 

Some believe the first 
Christmas Candlelight 
Service took place in 1931, 
and others think it was 
even earlier. 

Performers at the can¬ 
dlelight service were at 
first “made up of the club 
chorus members, but later 
it was extended to mem¬ 
bers of the church choirs 
and still later to include 
school choral groups,” ac¬ 
cording to a Sept. 5,1956, 
article in The Gleaner. 

That latter tradition 
continues today. 

The Henderson Music 
Club dissolved about 20 
years ago, but the candle¬ 
light service continues to 
make music because of 
volunteers who did not 
want to see the tradition 
fade away. 

This year’s service 
will begin with an organ 
prelude by First United 
Methodist’s music direc¬ 
tor Matthew Vanover that 
will include “From Heaven 
Above to Earth I Come,” by 
Anton Wilhelm Leupold; 
“Wachet auf, ruft uns die 
Stimme” and“Nunkomm’ 
der Heiden Heiland” by 
Johann Sebastian Bach; 
“Away in a Manger;” two 
versions of “Good Chris¬ 
tian Friends, Rejoice” 
and Offertory in C Minor 
Christmas Carols by Alex¬ 
andre Guilmant. 

In addition to two con¬ 
gregational hymns (“Hark! 
the Herald Angels Sing” 
and “Silent Night)” and 
the reading of the Christ¬ 
mas story from the sec¬ 
ond chapter of the book of 
Luke, there will be several 
other selections of music. 

They include “Celtic 
Advent Carol” and “The 
Angels’ Carol” sung by 
the First Singers Chamber 
ensemble of First UMC; 
“Rise Up Shepherd” sung 
by baritone Mike Nation 
accompanied by Heather 
McCormick; “Nativity 
Carol” sung by sopranos 
Beth Hayes and Jessica 
Vanover accompanied

ticket had been sold at a Trex 
Mart gas station and conve¬ 
nience store on the edge of 
town, and Mark Hill’s name 
circulated quickly. While he 
and his wife did not speak to 
reporters, friends and relatives 
identified Mark Hill as the win¬ 
ner. 

Myron Anderson, pastor of 


the Baptist Church in nearby 
Camden Point, said he heard 
Thursday that the Hills had 
won the huge lottery prize. An¬ 
derson said he has known Mark 
Hill since they attended high 
school together and that the 
couple have older children and 
a younger elementary school-age 
daughter. 

“He’s a really nice guy, and 
I know his wife, and they have 
this nice little adopted daughter 
that they went out of their way to 


adopt,” Anderson said. Funeral 
services for Hill’s father were at 
the Baptist church, but the fam¬ 
ily attends church elsewhere, he 
said. 

“I hope it’s good news for 
them,” Anderson said. “I’ve 
heard awful horror stories about 
people who get all that money 
in their lap and how everybody 
treats them, and if you don’t 
mind me saying, I mean just the 
fact that the press is going to be 
after them.”

Cats learn another lesson from loss 


■ Kentucky will try to get back 
on track today against Baylor

LEXINGTON - Kentucky’s 
John Calipari believes 
tough losses come with the 
territory when coaching a 
young team. 

Like Thursday’s 64-50 
loss to Notre Dame. 

Talented freshmen are 
nothing new for Calipari, 
but the inexperience of 
his No. 8 showed against 
the Fighting Irish. Fresh¬ 
men Alex Poythress and 
Archie Goodwin, who en¬ 
tered the game averaging 


a combined 37.4 points per 
game, finished with just 
six points between them. 

Kentucky’s second loss 
of the young season was 
much like its first. 

The Wildcat young¬ 
sters were outmatched by 
another more-seasoned 
group. In the Wildcats’ 75- 
68 loss to No. 2 Duke ear¬ 
lier this month, Calipari 
pointed to several atten¬ 
tion lapses that the veteran 
Blue Devils exploited. 

The loss also reinforced 
the coach’s assessment of 


being “a November basket¬ 
ball team.” 

“We stopped playing, 
didn’t compete,” Calipari 
said Friday. “We didn’t come 
up with 50-50 balls, didn’t 
play for one another. We 
kind of separated a little bit, 
but that’s the first road game 
and I knew we’d struggle, 
but I thought we’d compete. 
That’s the surprising thing. 
We just didn’t battle them.” 

The Wildcats had a 
Friday walk-through and 
film session to reflect on 
mistakes they hope to 
correct on Saturday when 
they host Baylor (4-2). The 
Bears are facing similar 
early season issues with 
young players after losing

three starters from last 
year’s Elite Eight squad 
that lost to Kentucky in 
the regional final. 

In addition, Baylor 
shooting guard Brady 
Heslip missed last Sat¬ 
urday’s 63-59 loss to Col¬ 
lege of Charleston after an 
emergency appendectomy. 
Bears coach Scott Drew 
said Heslip’s availability 
against the Wildcats will 
be a game-time decision. 


Calipari has different is¬ 
sues with his lineup. 

The Wildcats are healthy 
for the most part, but Cali¬ 
pari is still trying to figure 
out how to use his two big 
freshmen — 6-foot-ll Ner- 
lens Noel and 7-footer Wil¬ 
lie Cauley-Stein — together 
on offense. 

He also wants to use 
Goodwin at shooting 
guard instead of at the 
point and reduce his jump¬ 
shooting and fast-break 
scoring opportunities. 
Kentucky’s half-court de¬ 
fense is also an issue. 

Notre Dame coach Mike 
Brey expects Calipari to 
have all of those matters 
addressed in short time. 


“I’m glad we played 
them now,” Brey said, “be¬ 
cause they’re really young 
and talented, and they’re 
going to be better in Janu¬ 
ary and February.” 

Calipari said it’s pos¬ 
sible Kentucky will get 
better, but it’s not a given. 

“I keep hearing, ‘Cal’s 
teams always get better 
as the year goes on and 
they’ll be at their best,”’ 
Calipari said. “Well, that’s 
if you really work. If you 
fall in love with practice 
and improvement, if you’re 
in love with that, we’re go¬ 
ing to get better. 

“I like my team. But if 
we don’t, I don’t have a 
magic wand.”

For a 52-point blowout, 
Henderson County’s 68-16 
home-opening win over 
Daviess County had its 
moments of suspense. 

The outcome was never 
in doubt as the Lady Colo¬ 
nels scored the first 25 
points, but fans at Colonel 
Gym were left wondering 
if the Lady Panthers would 
ever score or how the new¬ 
ly-instituted mercy rule 
would work. 

Senior forward Ellie 
Fruit equaled her career 
high with 29 points as she 
hit five 3-pointers in Fri¬ 
day’s win. 

Daviess County (1- 
1) opened the game in 
a zone defense causing 
Fruit and the Lady Colo¬ 
nels’ other outside shoot¬ 
ers’ eyes to light up. “I 
get excited,” Fruit said 
of seeing a zone defense. 
“Me and Maci (Brown) 
were like ‘we’re ready to 
shoot the threes.’” 

Fruit, who scored 22 
points in the first half, 
had three of her trifectas 
in the first quarter. Brown 
added three more, while 
Kacie Wallace hit one in 
the second half. 

The Lady Colonels 
made improvements on 
the offensive end following 
Thursday’s 47-30 victory 
at Evansville Memorial. 

“We didn’t play well last 
night against the sagging 
man, which was similar 
to a zone. We wanted to 
get better ball movement 
tonight, and I thought we 
did,” Henderson County 
coach Jeff Haile. “We got 
off some good shots and 
Ellie had the hot hand. 
The way we moved the 
ball around, we got some 


open looks for her and 
Maci too.” 

While the offense was 
improved, it was the still 
the defense that was the 
driving force for the Lady 
Colonels. Daviess County 
shot 24 percent from the 
field (6-of-25) and commit¬ 
ted 24 turnovers against 


Henderson County’s pres¬ 
sure. 

“We kept them off bal¬ 
ance with the pressure, 
and that’s what we’re go¬ 
ing to have to do,” Haile 
said. 

Even when the defense 
wasn’t creating turnovers, 
it was forcing the Lady 


Panthers to rush their 
decisions and hurry their 
shots. 

“That’s what our press 
does. It gets in their heads,” 
said Fruit, who equaled the 
29 points she scored last 
season in a 73-55 win over 
Calloway County. 

Daviess County missed 


its first nine shots from 
the field as well as two 
free throws and had 
committed 10 turnovers 
before finally getting on 
the board at the 5:56 mark 
of the second quarter on 
a basket Nicole Ward that 
started an 11-2 run by the 
Lady Panthers. 

Daviess County would 
score only one field goal 
in the second half, that 
coming with 0:47 to go 
play. The Lady Panthers’ 
16 points were the fewest 
by a Henderson County 
opponent since a 58-14 
win over Union County 
in 1993. 

With a mercy rule in 
place this season when 
the margin reaches 35 
points, the Lady Colonels 
hit the magic number with 
3:40 left in the third quar¬ 
ter. The clock was only 
stopped between periods, 
during timeouts and dur¬ 
ing free throws. 

Brown was the only 
other player to score in 
double figures as she to¬ 
taled 11 points. 

Henderson County won 
the junior varsity game 34- 
23. Alisha Owens led the 
JV Lady Colonels (2-0) 
with 17 points. 

The Lady Colonels host 
Castle Tuesday in their 
next contest.

ATLANTA - The national 
championship could be 
decided with a dream 
matchup between two of 
college football’s most 
storied programs: Notre 
Dame vs. Alabama.

MANHATTAN, Kan. - There 
will be a time not long 
from now that Kansas 
State’s players will gather 
to reflect on the season, 
one that’s brought un¬ 
imaginable joy along with 
soul-crushing heartache. 

It’s not that time just yet. 

Despite a loss two weeks 
ago to Baylor that knocked 
the seventh-ranked Wild¬ 
cats from national title 
consideration, they still 
have plenty to play for Sat¬ 
urday against No. 23 Tex¬ 
as: The third conference 
championship in school 
history and an automatic 
BCS bowl berth. 

Not a bad consolation 
prize for a team expected 
to finish somewhere in the 
middle of the Big 12, but 
that rose to No. 1 in the 
BCS standings before that 
lousy night in Waco. 

“I haven’t reflected back 
on the season. I haven’t re¬ 
flected forward,” Kansas 
State coach Bill Snyder 
said this week. “I have re¬ 
flected on our most recent 


freshman year. The Bull¬ 
dogs were in position to 
win another two years 
later, the running back’s 
final season between the 
hedges, but Penn State 
knocked them off in the 
Sugar Bowl. 

In an interesting twist, 
Walker announced this 
week that he’ll soon be 
opening a restaurant in 
Athens after the first of 
the year. 

By then, the Bulldogs 
hope they’ve cooked up 
another national title. 

All those who’ve come 
along since Walker will 
be cheering on this team, 
including Denver Broncos 
cornerback Champ Bailey. 
He played at Georgia in 
the late '90s and planned 
to give the Bulldogs a pep 
talk by phone. 

“We can’t let this one 
slide,” Bailey said. “This 
is one of those once-in- 
a-lifetime opportuni¬ 
ties because I’m tired of 
people talking about Her¬ 
schel Walker. That was 
30-something years ago. 
There’s been a lot of things 
happen between now and 
then, but no champion¬ 
ships. That’s why they still 
talk about him.” 

Indeed, even though 
Georgia finished No. 2 in 
the AP rankings in 2007, 
this is the best shot at 
finishing No. 1 since the 
Walker era. If the Bulldogs 
win the next two games, 
they’re the champions. 

“We’re hungry,” Robin¬ 
son said.

INDIANAPOLIS - Nebraska’s 
Will Compton may never 
forget the agonizing de¬ 
tails of his first two confer¬ 
ence championship game. 

A third one could finally 
put those nightmares to 
rest. 

On Saturday night at 
Lucas Oil Stadium, No. 
14 Nebraska will rely on 
some of the lessons from 
losses in the 2009 and 2010 
Big 12 title games as they 
try to claim their first Big 
Ten crown. 

“We’ve been there a 
couple times and we’ve 
even tasted winning a 
championship because 
we ran out there the first 
time against Texas before 
we got that called back. So 
we’ve tasted the winning,” 
Compton said. “We’ve got 
to do everything neces¬ 
sary to not be in those 
positions again and get it 
done this year.” 

Despite being one of 
only seven schools with 
800 wins (856), appearing 
in 34 consecutive bowl 
games from 1971 to 2003 
and winning 43 confer¬ 
ence championships, the 
Cornhuskers (10-2, 7-1) 
haven’t claimed a confer¬ 
ence crown since 1999.

After a replay review, the 
officials added 1 second to 
the clock — enough time 
for Hunter Lawrence to 
make a 46-yard field goal 
as time expired again, 
sending the unbeaten 
Longhorns into the na¬ 
tional championship game 
with a 13-12 victory. 

A year later, Nebraska 
was back. This time, it 
jumped to a 17-0 second- 
quarter lead against long¬ 
time rival Oklahoma, sur¬ 
rendered the lead before 
halftime, got the lead back 
on a 42-yard field goal with 
8 seconds left in the half, and 
then got shut out in the sec¬ 
ond half. Oklahoma hung 
on for a 23-20 victory in Ne¬ 
braska’s final Big 12 game, 
preventing the Huskers 
from reaching a BCS bowl. 

It’s been such a strange 
year in the Big Ten that 
Nebraska isn’t even facing 
a ranked opponent in Indy. 

The league’s best team, 
No. 4 Ohio State (12-0), 
can’t play because it is in¬ 
eligible for the postseason 
under NCAA sanctions. 
Resurgent Penn State 
couldn’t play, either, be¬ 
cause of the same reason. 
The only other ranked 
teams in the league, No. 
21 Michigan and No. 22 
Northwestern, are in the 
same division as Nebraska, 
putting the stumbling Bad¬ 
gers (7-5, 4-4) in the title 
game.

ORLANDO, Fla. - It seems 
that Tulsa and Central 
Florida have reserved slots 
in the Conference USA 
championship game. 

Since the inaugural con¬ 
test in 2005, the Golden 
Hurricane and Knights 
have met for the league’s 
football crown twice, split¬ 
ting both matchups. Tulsa 
blew out UCF 44-27 and 
the Knights returning the 
favor 44-25 two years later. 

Now, with UCF and oth¬ 
ers set to depart at season’s 
end as part of massive re¬ 
alignment, it’s fitting that 
C-USA’s two most deco¬ 
rated teams will compete 
for the title one final time 
on Saturday. 

“It is kind of funny if 
you look at it that way,” 
Knights defensive lineman 


Victor Gray said. “It’s like 
a farewell party and may 
the best man win in the 
end. So it’s going to be in¬ 
teresting.” 

This will be the sec¬ 
ond meeting between the 
teams in three weeks, fol¬ 
lowing Tulsa’s 23-21 reg¬ 
ular-season win in Okla¬ 
homa. 

The Golden Hurricane’s 
top-ranked rushing of¬ 
fense had their way with 
the Knights’ defense in that 
Nov. 17 matchup, racking 
up 209 rushing yards while 
holding UCF to just 66. 

Tulsa also sacked UCF 
quarterback Blake Bortles 
four times and were an ef¬ 
ficient 8 for 17 on third 
down, helping keep the 
Knights off the field. 

“They’re talented across 
the board. They know we 
beat them the first time but 
it doesn’t matter,” Tulsa 


quarterback Cody Green 
said. “They will come out 
firing on all cylinders, try¬ 
ing to get the best of us this 
week.” 

With little time to make 
that many adjustments, 
both coaches aren’t ex¬ 
pecting completely new 
approaches. 

Tulsa coach Bill Blan¬ 
kenship, who has yet to 
be part of a winner in the 
C-USA title game despite 
two appearances as an as¬ 
sistant in 2007 and 2008, 
said “tweaks” is about all 
there is time to do. 

“They are a mirror to us 
in a lot of areas,” Blanken¬ 
ship said. “I would like to 
be more like them in some 
areas. So the challenge of 
beating them twice is cer¬ 
tainly there. But there are 
some positives that come 
out of the first win.

We’ve survived 
superstition 
but evil still 
lurking around

In this season of hope, 
Christians count on the 
providence of a benevo¬ 
lent God. But just five cen¬ 
turies ago, many believers 
thought God to be ineffec¬ 
tive against, or inattentive 
to, a bewildering array of 
sinister spirits that contrib¬ 
uted anxiety to daily living. 

Not only did angels and 
devils lurk in the air, but 
malevolent spirits were 
thought to reside in every 
object in nature. Physicians 
consulted astrologers be¬ 
fore surgery or bloodletting, 
and people traced plagues 
to unfortunate configura¬ 
tions in the heavens. 

In his book, “A World 
Lit Only by Fire,” William 
Manchester painted a de¬ 
pressing picture of reli¬ 
gious life in the past. 

Medieval Europeans, 
unlike ancient pagans, 
persuaded themselves that 
they were at the mercy of 
forces beyond their con¬ 
trol. They credited sorcery, 
witchcraft, hobgoblins, 
werewolves, amulets and 
spells for life’s setbacks. 

In those times, fear of¬ 
ten trumped faith. When 
a wealthy woman died, for 
example, her servants emp¬ 
tied every water container 
in the house to protect her 
soul from drowning. Before 
burial, her body was pro¬ 
tected from any cat or dog 
that might run across her 
coffin and transform her 
remains into a vampire. 

Although monastic 
manuscripts in the age 
of superstition repeat¬ 
edly heralded the immi¬ 
nent arrival of the Day of 
Judgment, many peasants 
ignored the alarms and 
spent the Sabbath, after 
church, in recreation. 

Still, a permanent cloud 
of concern hung over daily 
living, which was consid¬ 
ered to be fraught with 
danger. There were endless 
taboos: to don a clean white 
shirt on a Friday, to witness 
a shooting star in the heav¬ 
ens, to see a will-o’-the-wisp 
in the swamps or a vulture 
overhead were believed to 
invite an early death. 

Superstition made Sa¬ 
tan seem more real and 
his power more pervasive 
than that of the Redeemer. 

Instead of correcting 
superstition, the church 
often overplayed its hand, 
exploiting fear of the devil 
as a more potent motive 
than the love of God to 
keep believers faithful. 
Faith, in short, was lop¬ 
sided and hope teetered 
on the brink of despair. 

In the modern world, 
we are inclined to attri¬ 
bute evil to the ravages of 
nature and the cruelty of 
humankind. But evil re¬ 
mains, as does our need 
for redemption.

BOWLING GREEN - Seth Bunn and 
his wife, Chhorn Bunn, were 
raised Buddhist in their native 
Cambodia, but when they came 
to the U.S. more than 30 years 
ago, “we found a true God” and 
are now Southern Baptist, Seth 
Bunn said. 

The Bunns, who live in Bowl¬ 
ing Green, are part of a group of 
nearly 40 Cambodian-Americans 
who attend worship services in 
their native language at First Bap¬ 
tist Church in Bowling Green. 

The Rev. Khem Sam comes to 
First Baptist from his home in 
Nashville on the first and third 
Sundays of each month to lead a 
worship service in Cambodian. 

“It’s wonderful,” Sam said. 
“They (are) grateful to be here.” 

On the Sundays when Sam 
isn’t in town, Seth Bunn leads 
the group in Bible study. 

“I’m trying to make them 
strong (in faith) because I don’t 
want to get lost,” he said. 

The Cambodian-Americans 
are one of three cultural groups 
who meet at First Baptist to wor¬ 
ship in another language. Groups

of Vietnamese-Americans and 
Korean-Americans also gather 
at the church to worship in their 
native languages. 

In the 1980s, First Baptist be¬ 
gan offering Bible study for the 
wave of Cambodian and Viet¬ 


namese immigrants who came 
to Bowling Green during that 
time, said Pat Gutierrez, inter¬ 
national ministry coordinator 
for the church. By the 1990s, the 
groups had gotten far enough 
along that they wanted their own 
pastors, she said. 

Providing worship opportuni¬ 
ties in other languages is a way 
to reach out to the international 
community, Gutierrez said. 

“It’s been both a mission proj¬ 
ect and endeavor to reach out to 
the internationals in a little bit 
different way,” she said. 

The Rev. Luc Hoang drives 
from his home in Louisville on 
the first and third Sundays of 
each month to lead a small group 
of Vietnamese-Americans in 
worship at First Baptist. 

Hoang said he was fortunate 
to be introduced to Christ by 
missionaries before leaving 
Vietnam when communists took 
over the country. In the U.S., he 
was called to become a pastor 
and now teaches Christianity to 
Vietnamese-Americans. 

“Everybody know(s) Buddha, 
not Christ,” Hoang said. “So my 
job is to spread out and tell them 
about salvation.” 


He doesn’t mind driving from 
Louisville to Bowling Green 
twice a month to lead the ser¬ 
vice, he said. 

“When you serve God, you 
forget yourself,” Hoang said. 

In 2007, a group of Korean- 
Americans started a worship 
service in their native language 
at First Baptist and were consti¬ 
tuted as their own church a year 
ago. The Rev. Gyeonghwan Kim 
leads the Bowling Green Korean 
Baptist Church, which has about 
65 members and offers a service 
and Bible study each Sunday us¬ 
ing space at First Baptist. 

Language is a barrier for many 


Korean-Americans, who don’t un¬ 
derstand enough English to attend 
an American worship service, so 
the Korean Baptist Church of¬ 
fers them a place to worship, said 
Grace Suh of Bowling Green, who 
teaches Sunday school at the Ko¬ 
rean Baptist Church. 

“There’s some kind of emo¬ 
tional connection to your own 
language,” she said. 

Sunday worship services 
also offer Korean-Americans in 
Bowling Green a chance to come 
together, Kim said. 

“The Korean church is the 
core of the communication,” he 
said. 


Christmas gift giving

Christmas, my brother 
and his wife always give 
expensive gifts to our fam¬ 
ily, and it’s always made us 
feel like we have to do the 
same for them.

We can even 
give out of guilt, hoping 
somehow that our gift will 
make up for the way we’ve 
ignored them the rest of 
the year. Don’t let these 
“reasons” be true of you. 

Have you ever asked 



yourself why we give gifts 
at Christmas? 

One reason is because 
after Jesus’ birth wise men 
came from far away to find 
Him, and they presented 
Him with gifts. But more 
than that, they worshipped 
Him as the Savior of the 
world. 

The Bible says, “They 
saw the child with his 
mother Mary, and they 
bowed down and wor¬ 
shipped him” (Matthew 
2:11). Is this your response? 

But Christmas is also 
a time to remember the 
greatest gift of all — the 
gift God gave us by send¬ 
ing His Son into the world 
for our salvation. 

As this Christmas ap¬ 
proaches, may you exclaim 
with Paul, “Thanks be to 
God for his indescribable 
gift!” (2 Corinthians 9:15).

Vatican selling stamps 
for colonnade restoration

VATICAN CITY - Not even 
the Vatican is immune 
from the economic crisis. 

For the first time, the 
Vatican is seeking funds 
directly from pilgrims, 
collectors and tourists to 
pay for the ambitious res¬ 
toration of the 17th-cen¬ 
tury Bernini colonnade 
surrounding St. Peter’s 
Square. 

The Vatican’s Philatelic 
and Numismatic Office, 
which sells commemora¬ 
tive coins and stamps fea¬ 
turing popes, saints and 
the like, is offering a spe¬ 
cial (euro) 20 ($26) stamp 
and certificate package 
to help offset a recession- 
induced drop in corporate 
sponsors for the project. 

The office’s director, 
Mauro Olivieri, said Vati¬ 
can officials were asked 
earlier this year to think 
up fundraising initiatives 
to help finance the resto¬ 
ration. 

The series is composed 
of two (euro) 10 ($13) 
stamps affixed to a certifi¬ 
cate, one featuring Pope 
Benedict XVI’s coat of 
arms and the other the seal 
of Pope Alexander VII, 
who entrusted the Ital¬ 
ian Baroque master Gian 


Lorenzo Bernini with the 
colonnade in 1657. 

If the full 150,000 print 
run is sold, some (euro) 
3 million ($3.9 million) 
could be funneled toward 
the restoration, Olivieri 
said. 

“That’s our hope. We’ll 
see what happens.” 

The Vatican launched 
the restoration in 2009, 
aiming to secure and 
clean the colonnade’s 284 
columns, which embrace 
the square in a dual inner 
and outer row, and the 140 
statues that surround and 
top them. 

Also being restored are 
the piazza’s central obelisk 
and two fountains. 

The Vatican initially 
estimated it would take 
four years. The job is now 
not slated to be finished 
before 2015 and Olivieri 
said the cost is estimated 
at (euro) 14 million ($18 
million). 

The restoration work 
involved securing facade 
pieces at risk of falling 
and then removing algae, 
lichen and moss that have 
grown on the travertine 
over the years. 

The work has been car¬ 
ried out in sections, allow¬ 
ing the piazza to be used 
continuously throughout 
the restoration.

The Church’s Role 
in Politics 

It has been over three weeks now 
since our country’s election. Many 
Christians were once following the 
polls daily, checking the news with 
great frequency to see how their candidates were faring. With the elec¬ 
tion now over, political interest seems to have waned and fewer seem as 
politically engaged as they once were. 

Whether this is right or wrong depends largely upon how one views 
the church’s role in politics and what one regards as the Christian’s most 
important responsibility. 

Certainly, Christians are to be “salt and light” (Matthew 5:13-16), 
positively influencing their culture for good. Coupled with biblical pas¬ 
sages such as Romans 13:1-7 and 1 Timothy 1:1-2, Christians are to be 
involved in politics at least to the degree of praying for their leaders and 
obeying civil laws. It seems reasonable, also, that Christians be political 
informed, vote for candidates that best represent biblical values, and use 
their influence to encourage others to do likewise. 

But these actions are not to be carried out at the exclusion of a far 
greater duty. The church’s chief role is to share the Gospel. Christians 
are to proclaim the centrality of the cross and how God has overcome 
humankind’s brokenness so they may be reconciled to Him through glo¬ 
rious union with Christ Jesus. This is the Christian’s primary concern 
and it must not be neglected. 

The Bible does not call for political revolution. The Bible does not call 
for the church to set up a theocracy on earth. This world is not our final 
destination. To be sure, when Christ returns, He will set up His kingdom 
as He wishes and then we will have a perfect theocracy. Until then, how¬ 
ever, we live in a fallen world with problems abounding, including the 
challenging and ubiquitous political problems facing all of us. 

So let us continue to be involved politically by praying, influencing, 
and voting. But let us not forget the church’s main role of “making dis¬ 
ciples” (Matthew 28:19-20), committed Christ-followers, regardless of 
one’s political leanings. 

Furthermore, let us not look to our nation’s leaders as miracle workers 
or superstars or even parental figures. They are merely fallen men and 
women who have been elected to office. Our ultimate hope does not lie 
with them. Our ultimate hope lies with our Lord Jesus Christ.

Sandy victims may face higher taxes 

■ ‘We’re pretty sure insurance is not going to cover everything’

TOMS RIVER, N.J. - Super¬ 
storm Sandy may have one 
more nasty surprise still to 
come: higher taxes. 

The math is simple and 
cruel. The storm left fewer 
properties standing, often 
wrecking waterfront com- 
munities that paid the 
highest taxes because of 
the desirability of living 
near the water. 

Unless shore towns 
from Rhode Island to New 
Jersey get a big influx of 
aid from the state and fed¬ 
eral governments, which 
are themselves strapped 
for cash, they will have no 
choice but to raise taxes 
on homes and businesses 
that survived to make up 
for the loss. Even with 
federal reimbursement 
of 75 percent, the towns 
— many of which were 
already struggling before 
the storm — could still be 
on the hook for tens of mil¬ 
lions of dollars. 

“Hopefully taxes won’t 
go up; we all have individ¬ 
ual bills that we’re going to 
have to worry about,” said 
Ralph Isaacs, a 71-year- 
old retired teacher whose 
home in Long Beach, N.Y., 
was flooded with 18 inches 
of water, knocking out the 
electricity and heat and 
forcing him and his wife 
into a rented recreational 
vehicle for 17 days. “We’re 
pretty sure the insurance 
money is not going to cov¬ 
er everything.” 

Toms River, where 
5,000 residents are still 
out of their homes, re¬ 
cently passed a $35 mil¬ 
lion emergency appropria¬ 
tion; debris removal alone 
is costing it $1 million a 
week. The township’s Ort- 
ley Beach section, where 
property values and taxes 
were highest, saw 225 
homes destroyed. Admin¬ 
istrator Paul Shives asked 
state officials this week for 
three to five years of extra 
state aid. 

Right now, he said, it is 
impossible for towns like 
his to even consider for¬ 
mulating a budget without 
knowing how much tax 
money will be coming in. 
Shore towns especially are 
expecting a wave of tax ap¬ 
peals from storm-damaged 
or destroyed homes that 
will lower the towns’ tax 
bases, though that doesn’t 
appear to have begun in 
earnest yet. 

The realities have 
touched off an intense 
push to get the federal 
government to assume the 
largest share of the cost. 
New York Gov. Andrew 
Cuomo this week upped 
his state’s reimbursement 
request from $30 billion 
to $42 billion; New Jersey 
Gov. Chris Christie asked 
Wednesday for $36.8 bil¬ 
lion; and Connecticut Gov. 
Dannel P. Malloy is asking 


for more than $3 billion. 

All three governors are 
working together to get aid 
delivered, and Cuomo said 
most of the recovery should 
be paid for by the federal 
government. 

“To try to finance (re¬ 
covery costs) through tax¬ 
es would incapacitate this 
state,” said Cuomo, who 
noted the cost of repairing 
just one subway station in 
lower Manhattan will be 
$600 million. 

Christie — who this 
week announced his cam¬ 
paign for a second term 
amid high poll ratings for 
his handling of the storm 
and who is considered a 
leading potential Republi¬ 
can presidential candidate 
in 2016 — has told residents 
in storm-damaged areas to 
expect to pay higher taxes. 
This month, he told com¬ 
munities they can exempt 
storm recovery costs from 
a state-imposed 2 percent 
limit on property tax in¬ 
creases. 

“You know, it’s got to 
be paid for,” said Christie, 
whose constituents already 
pay among the highest 
property taxes in the nation. 
“There’s no magic money 
tree. But I think most peo¬ 
ple’s towns will recognize 
that if they believe that the 
money is being spent rea¬ 
sonably and responsibly to 
rebuild their towns, they’ll 
be happy to do it.” 

Vinny Curtain, whose 
Point Pleasant Beach, N.J., 
home was damaged by 
flooding, agreed — reluc¬ 
tantly. 

“Every town up and 
down from Long Island, 
Staten Island to Long Beach 
Island is dealing with this,” 
he said. “They’re all going 
to face the same problem. 
If spending continues — 
and it has to — and the tax 
base goes down, you’ve got 
to make it up from some¬ 
where. It’s got to be paid 
for. It’s definitely a con¬ 
cern.” 

With local towns reel¬ 
ing and state governments 
equally cash-strapped, 
many are looking to the

federal government to 
make things right through 
the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency, the 
arm of government that has 
paid out billions in disaster 
recovery funds for Mid¬ 
western floods, tornadoes 
and Hurricane Katrina, 
among others. 

But politically, Sandy 
couldn’t have come at a 
worse time, with Republi¬ 
cans and Democrats locked 
in a bitter standoff over 
spending and taxes as a se¬ 
ries of painful automatic tax 
increases and spending cuts 
known as the “fiscal cliff” 
looms if lawmakers can’t 
agree on a deficit reduc¬ 
tion plan. Lawmakers from 
states hit hard by Sandy are 
eager for the White House 
to make its emergency re¬ 
quest to Congress for more 
Sandy money. 

A new disaster aid fund¬ 
ing plan was put in place 
by last year’s budget agree¬ 
ment that permits President 
Barack Obama to seek an¬ 
other $5.4 billion in disaster 
aid — on top of $7.1 billion 
approved as part of a six- 
month government fund¬ 
ing bill — without breaking 
budget limits. Lawmakers 
are eager to at least obtain 
the $5.4 billion during Con¬ 
gress’ lame duck session. It’s 
more likely any additional 
funds would come next 
year.

A county official estimated 
that after FEMA reimburse¬ 
ments, the county could be 
on the hook for $50 million 
but didn’t anticipate having 
to raise taxes.

Today is Saturday, Dec. 1, the 336th 
day of 2012. There are 30 days left in 
the year. 

Today’s highlight in history: 

On Dec. 1,1862, President Abraham 
Lincoln sent his Second Annual Mes¬ 
sage to Congress, which was read aloud 
by the Secretary of the Senate. In it, 
Lincoln called for the abolition of slav¬ 
ery, saying that “in giving freedom to 
the slave, we assure freedom to the 
free,” and toward the end of his mes¬ 
sage, wrote: “Fellow-citizens, we can 
not escape history. We of this Congress 
and this Administration will be remem¬ 
bered in spite of ourselves.” 

On this date: 

In 1860, the Charles Dickens novel 
“Great Expectations” was first pub¬ 
lished in weekly serial form. 

In 1942, nationwide gasoline rationing 
went into effect in the United States. 

In 1955, Rosa Parks, a black seam¬ 
stress, was arrested after refusing to 
give up her seat to a white man on a 
Montgomery, Ala., city bus; the inci¬ 
dent sparked a year-long boycott of the 
buses by blacks. 

In 1969, the U.S. government held its 
first draft lottery since World War II. 

Five years ago: Police in Wichita, 
Kan., identified a body found days ear¬ 
lier as that of Emily Sander, a miss¬ 
ing college student whose disappear¬ 
ance drew added attention after the 
discovery she was also an Internet porn 
model named “Zoey Zane.” (A suspect, 
Israel Mireles, was convicted of rape 
and murder and sentenced to life in 
prison with no chance of parole.) Four 
suspects were charged in Miami in the 
shooting death of Washington Redskins 
star Sean Taylor. (One ended up plead¬ 
ing guilty to second-degree murder.)
